Government By Blackmail 

Belatedly recognizing some of the facts of life, 
the government of the Province of Ontario has de¬ 
cided to allow brews and distillers to inform the pub¬ 
lic, through the medium of advertising in Ontario 
publications, about what they manufacture. 

Hitherto such companies have been restricted in 
their advertising to giving publicity to various causes 
quite unrelated to their products. The advertising has 
often been attractive in appearance and useful in the 
information it provided, but except for keeping the 
names of the companies in the public consciousness, 
it has done little to sell beer or whisky or gin. Now 
some of the restrictions are being lifted, very 
cautiously and to the accompaniment of cries of 
alarm from professional opponents of beer, wine and 
spirituous liquors. 

As everyone knows, there are ways of avoiding 
the Ontario rules against direct advertising, and a 
number of breweries and distilleries have been ad¬ 
vertising quite freely in publications that normally 
originate beyond the borders of the province and over 
television channels that are allotted to stations just 
south of the international border. The Ontario govern¬ 
ment has no control over this advertising, and would 
not be able to prohibit it legally under the new regu¬ 
lations. However, it is being intimated to the adver¬ 
tisers that, if they do not discontinue it, their major 
customers, the Ontario Liquor Control Board, will 
stop buying from them. 

Apparently the government is resorting to this 
type of legal blackmail in an effort to please those 
of its citizens who would never be induced to buy beer 
or liquor, no matter how seductive the advertising. If 
the government wished to be logical, it should get 
out of the liquor business entirely, but logic has little 
influence on a political conscience when it is weighed 
against the exorbitant profit that both provincial and 
Dominion governments derive from the trade.

Brazeau Development To 
Provide Water Storage 


Work on the Brazeau Storage 
Development, 100 miles south west 
of Edmonton, has been under wuy 
since early spring. 

The initial stage of the multi- 
million dollar project is designed 
to provide water storage on the 
Brazeau River — a tribute of the 
North Saskatchewan River - - to 
help relieve the pollution problem 
downstream from Edmonton. 
Water will be stored during the 
summer run-off and released dur¬ 
ing the winter low flow period. 
The initial dam will be 170 ft. 
high and will provide 300,000 acre 
feet of storage. 150,000 acre feet 
of water should be available for 
the winter of 1961-62. At this time 
no power will be developed. 

At the present time work is 
progressing on a two shift basis to 
complete two unwatering conduits 
each 1000 ft. long and some 18 ft. 
in diameter. The river will be 
diverted into these conduits while 
the dam is being constructed. Vast 
stock piles of gravel and clay are 
being made ready for the construc¬ 


tion of the earth fill dam - this 
will require over 4,000,000 cubic 
feet of fill. 

Much of the gravel is being 
taken from land upstream of the 
damslte, and must be moved to 
higher ground as the area will be 
flooded when the dam is built. 

Present plans do not call for the 
first generating unit to be installed 
until 1963 or later — depending on 
the demand for power, fhe power 
plant will be located about 12 miles 
downstream from the damsite, and 
water from the dam will be pump¬ 
ed into a canal leading to the 
power house. Front the canal the 
water will drop nearly 400 feet to 
the hydraulic turbines. It is pre¬ 
sently estimated that, as the de¬ 
mand for power grows, it will be 
possible to install four or more 
units of 200,000 h.p. each. 

Initial investment by Calgary 
Power Ltd., is estimated at $24 
millions — excluding transmission 
facilities — and this is expected to 
rise to about 80 millions by the 
time the fourth unit is installed.
